S.R.O. 29(E).—Whereas draft of the Saugor Cantonment (Division into wards) Amend¬ 
ment Rules, 1976 were published with the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Defence No, SRO 17(E) dated the 6thi March, 1976 in the Extra-ordinary 
Gazette of India, Part II, Section 4, dated the 6th March, 1976, as required by section 31 of 
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the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), lor inviting objections or suggestions from nil 
persons likely to be affected thereby till 5th May, 1976. 

And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was made available to the public on the 6th March, 
1976. 

And whereas, no objections for suggestions were received front any person before the, 
date so specified. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of Section 
5 ( of the said Act, the Central Government hereby makes lire following rules to amend 
the Saugor Cantonment (Division into wards) Rules, 1970 namely:-- 

1. (1) These rules may be culled the Saugor Cuntohmeot (Division into wards) Amend¬ 
ment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. For the Schedule annexed to the Saugor Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 
1970, the following shall be substituted, namely:—

BOUNDARIES OF WARDS 

Ward No. I.—The boundary of this ward starts at the point of crossing of Cantonment 
Boundary between boundary pillar No. 25 and 26 and Western Edge of pueoa Nallah 
Bridge From this point the boundary- runs along the Southern berm of Ratbore Road and 
thereafter on the Western berm of Rathore Road upto South-East corner of House No. 98 
of Mohal No, 4, From this point the boundary runs towards West along Northern berm 
of cross road running between Mohal No. 2 and 4 upto South-West corner of House 
No. 10/2 of Mohal No. 4. From this noint the boundary runs towards North along the 
Eastern berm of Centre Road ttplo North-West corner of House No, I/C of Mohal No. 4. 
From this point the boundary runs towards West along Southern berm of cross road between 
Mohal No, 3 and 5 upto North-West corner of House No. 1. of Mohal No, 3. From this 
noint the boundary runs along the Cistern berm of Saugor Jhansi Road upto Cantonment. 
Boundary Pillar No. 24-A Front this point the boundary runs along C lofonmcnt Bound¬ 
ary upto pillar No. 24-B. Thereafter it runs alone Cantonment Boundary in Soufhcrnly 
direction upto Pillar No. 25 through pillar No. 24-C. 24-D. 

From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 25, the boundary runs along ihe Cantonment 
Toundary upto the starting point of this ward. 

Ward No. II.—The boundary of this ward starts from Tidar Bazar Boundary Pillar 
No. 7 which is situated on the North of Narsinehpnr Road, From this point the boundary 
runs towards the North Westerly direction unto Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 6-A. From 
this noint the boundary runs towards South-Westerly direction upto North-Fast corner of 
G.T..R. Sy. No. 304/1470. Thereafter the boundary runs towards the West along Northern 
boundary of Sy. No. 304/(470 upto North-West earner of Sy No. 304/1470. From this 
point the boundary runs towards South-Westerly direction and meets North-East Corner 
of Sy. No. 304/1537(85). From this point the boundary runs towards South-Westerly 
direction and meets North-Fnst corner of House No. 56/1 of Mohal No. b. From this point 
the boundary runs towards West along Southern berm of cross Road be'v/ecn Mohal No. 6 
and 8 upto North-East comer of House No. 46/1 of Mohal No. 5. From this noint the 
boundary runs towards North along Western brnn, of Centre Road uplo North-East, cor¬ 
ner of House No. 40 of Mohal No. 7. From this point the boundary runs towards West 
along Southern berm of cross road between Mohal No. 7 and 9 uplo North-West corner 
of House No. 1 of Moh-d No. 7. From this point the boundary runs towards the South 
along Eastern berm of Jhansi Road upto North-West comer of House No. 1 of Moha 1

From this point the boundary runs towards West upto North-East comer of House No. 95 
of Mohal No. 10. From this point the boundary runs towards South upto South-East 
comer of House No. 83 of Mohal No. 10. From this point the boundary runs toward* 
West upto South-West comer of House No. 75 of Mohal No. 10. From this point the 
boundary runs towards North upto North-West corner of House No. 87 of 
Mohal No. 10. From this point the boundary runs towards West along Southern, 
berm of cross Road situated between Mobal No. 10-13 upto North-East corner of House 
No. 44 of Mohal No. 9. From this point the boundary runs towards North along Western 
berm of Centre Road upto North-West corner of culvert situated on pueca Nallah running 
between Mohal No, 12 and 14. From this point the boundary runs along the Northern 
edge of pucca Nallah upto Northern edge of culvert situated on Jhansi Road near House 
No. 8 of Mohal No. 14. From this point the boundary runs towards South along Western 
berm of Jhansi Road upto North-West corner of House No. 1 of Mohal No. 7. From 
thi* point the boundary runs towards East along Southern berm of cross road between 
Mohal No. 7 and 9 upto North-East corner of House No. 40 of Mohal No. 7. From this 
point the boundary runs towards South along Western berm of Centre Road upto North 
East corner of House No. 46/1 of Mohal No. 5. From this point the boundary runs towards 
the East along Southern berm of cross road between Mohal No. 6 and 8 upto North-East 
corner of House No. J6/1 of Mohal No. 6. that is to say, the starting point of this ward. 

Ward No, IV. —The boundary of the ward starts from 9adar Bazar boundary pillar 
No. 6. From this point the boundary runs along the Bazar Boundary towards North upto 
pillar No. 3. From pillar No. 3 the boundary runs towards West along Southern berm of 
Road situated on tho North of Mobal No. 15 and 16 upto the junction of Rathore Road 
and the road mentioned above. From this point the boundary runs along Western berm 
of Peshwa Road (Indian Infantry Road) upto Native Infantry Bazar Boundary pillar No. 7 
and then to Native Infantry Bazar pillar No. 3. From this point the boundary runs towards 
North upto NI B. Boundary pillar No. 4. From this point the boundary runs towards 
South Westerly direction upto N.I.B. boundary pillar No. 5 and it extends on the same 
bearing and degree upto Eastern boundary wall of Bungalow No. 1 situated on Jbansj 
Road. From this point the boundary runs towards North along Eastern compound wall 
of Bungalow No. 1 Jhansi Road upto North-East corner of Bungalow No. 1 From this 
point the boundary runs towards the West along Northern boundary wall of Bungalow 
No. 1 unto North-West corner of Bungalow No. 1. From this point the boundary run* 
towards Northerly direction and meets Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 17. From boundary 
Pillar No. 17 the boundary runs along Cantonment Boundary towards North-Westerly 
direction upto boundary pillar No. 18. From Cantonment boundary Pillar 18 the boundary 
runs towards South-Easterly direction along the Cantonment boundary upto pillar No. 2.- 
From boundary pillar No. 23 the boundary runs towards East along Cantonment Boundary 
npto pillar No. 24. From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 24 the boundary runs towards 
South-Easterly direction npto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 24-A. From this point the 
boundary runs towards South unto Northern edge of culvert situated near House No. 8 ol 
Mohal No. 14. From this point the boundary runs along the Northern edge of pucca 
Nallah upto the North-Western comer of culvert situated on Centre Road. From, thi® 
xiint the boundary runs towards South along the Western herm of Centre Roaa upto 
Vorth-East comer of House No. 44 of Mohal No. 9. From this point the boundary nm* 
towards the East alone Southern berm of cross road between Mohal No. 10 and 13 upto 
North-West comer of House No. 87 of Mohal No. 10. From this point ttmboiindary run* 
towards .South upto South-West corner of House No. 75 of Mohal No. 10. From this point 
the boundary runs towards East upto South-East comer of House No. 83 of Mobal No. rt>. 
From this point the boundary runs upto North-East corner of House No. 95 of Mohal 
No. 10. Thereafter the boundary runs towards the Bast upto North-East corner of House 
No. 99 of Mohal No. 10. From this point the boundary runs towards South along Western 
berm of Rathore Road upto North-East comer of House No. 56/1 of Mohal No. 6. From 
this point the boundary runs towards North-Easterly direction upto Xorth-East corner ot 
Sv No 304/1537(85). From this point the boundary runs towards North-Easterly direc¬ 
tion and meets North-West corner of Sy. No. 304/1470. Thereafter the bound aprons 
along Northern edge of Sy. No. 304/1470 upto North-East comer of Sy. No. 304/1470 
From this point the boundary runs towards North-Easterly direction and meets Sadar 
Bazar Boundarv Pillar No. 6, that is to say, starting point of this ward. 

Ward No. V.—The boundary of this ward starts from the (unction of the Mali and 
Narsinghpur Road near Parade Mandir. From this point the boundary runs along the 
Western berm of Mall Road upto its junction with the Peshwa Road (Indian Inftmtp' Roadh 
From this point the boundary rans towards North-Easterly direction along Southern berm 
of Peshwa Road upto the junction of Convent Road and Peshwa Road. From this point 
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it runs towards North-Easterly direction un the Webern berm ot the Haig Road and 
joins the South-East corner ot the Cemetry bearing u.L.K. cy. No. From tins point 
it runs along the Eastern boundary wait of Cemetry tip to ns North-East corner. From this 
point it runs towards East upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 12. E'rom this point it 
runs towards North-Westerly direction on the Cantonment Boundary upto Cantonment 
Boundary Filial No. 13. Prom this point the boundary runs in South Westerly direction 
on the Cantonment Boundary upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 17. Prom this point 
the Boundary runs in South-Westerly direction upto North West corner of Bungalow 
No. 1 situated on Jhansi Koad. From this point the boundary runs towards the East along 
Northern Boundary wall ot Bungalow No. 1 Jhansi Road upto North-East corner ot 
Bungalow No. 1. Prom this point the boundary runs towards South along Eastern 
Compound wall of Bungalow No. 1 Jhansi Road approximate upto two-third portion 
of the said bungalow compound. From this point it runs towards East and joins N.l.B. 
Pillar No. 5. From Native Infantry Bazar Pillar No. 5 it meets to N.'l.B. Boundary 
Pillar No. 4. From this point the boundary runs towards South-Easterly direction 
upto N.l.B. Boundary Pillar No. 3 and thereafter upto Pillar No. 2. From 
this point the Boundary runs towards iJorth-Easterly direction along Southern 
berm of Peshwa Road (Indian Infantry Road; and meets junction of Subhash Road 
and Peshwa Road. From this point the boundary runs towards South on the Western 
berm of the Subhash Road upto the crossing of Race Course Nullah and Subhash Road. 
From this point the boundary runs 111 tue bourn Westerly direction and meets North— 
EjSi comer oi G.L.R. Sy. No. 285. From this point the boundary runs in the South- 
Westerly direction upto the North-West corner of G.L.R. Sy. No. 285. From this point 
it takes turn towards South and runs along the Western boundary of G.L.R. Sy. No. 285 
upto the South West corner of Sy. No. 235. From this point the boundary runs towards 
the East along me Southern boundary of G.L.R. Sy. No. 285 and meets Western berm of 
Subhash kuacl. From this point the Boundary runs towards South-Easterly direction along 
Subhash Road and meets at a point on Southern berm of Narsinghpur Road. From this 
point the boundary takes a turn towards the East and runs on the Southern berm of Nar¬ 
singhpur Road and meets the junction of the Mall Road and Narsinghpur Road near 
Parade Mandir, that is to say, the starting point of this ward. 

Ward No. V!—'Hie boundary of this ward starts from the Cantonment Boundary 
Pillar No. 1 which is situated on the Southern berm of Jabalpur Road. Fiom this point 
the boundt-iy runs on North-Westerly direction along Cantonment Boundary upto Canton¬ 
ment Boundary Pillar No. 12. From this point the boundary runs in South-Westerly 
direction and joins the North-East corner of Cemetry bearing G.L.R. Sy. No. 2. From 
this point it runs towards South along the Eastern wall of Cemetry and joins its South-East 
corner. From this point the boundary runs towards South-Westerly direction along the 
Western berm of Haig Road and meets at the junction of Convent Road 
and Peshwa Road. From this point the boundary runs South-Westerly direction 
along the Southern berm of Peshwa Road and meets junction of Mall Road 
and Peshwa Road. From this point the boundary runs in South-Easterly 
direction along the Western berm of the Mall Road and meets Bina-Katni 
Railway line. From this point the boundary runs towards North-Easterly direction along 
the Bina-Katni Railway line and meets the North-East corner of Bungalow No. 6. From 
this point the boundary runs towards South along the Eastern Boundary walls of Bungalow 
Nos. 6, 7, 9, 12, 14, 45, 22, 23 and 24 and meets at a point on the Sbuthern berm of 
Jabalpur Road. From this point the boundary runs towards North-Easterly direction along 
the Southern berm of Jabalpur Road and joins the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 1, that 
is to say, the starting point of boundary of this ward. 

Ward No. VIE—The boundary of this ward starts from the Cantonment Boundary 
Pillar No. 40 which is situated on the South-East corner of the Cantonment. From this 
point the boundary runs in North-Westerly direction on Cantonment Boundary upto Pillar 
No. 42 and thereafter North-Easterly direction upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 1. 
From this point the boundary runs in South-Westerly direction on the Southern berm of 
Jabalpur Road and meets the point falling on the Southern berm of Jabalpur Road and 
on the boundary of Ward No. VI. From this point the boundary runs towards North along 
the Eastern boundary walls of Bungalow Nos. 24. 23, 22. 45, 14, 12, 9, 7 and 6 and 
meets the North-Eastern corner of Bungalow No. 6. From this point the boundary runs 
towards North-Westerly direction along the Bina-Katni Railway line and meets the Mall 
Road and Bina-Katni Railway line junction. Front this point it runs in North-Westerly 
direction along the Western berm of Mai! Road and meets the junction of the Mall Road 
and the Narsinghpur Road. From this point the boundary runs along the Southern berm 
of Narsinghpur Road upto the junction where Subhash Road meets the Narsinghpur Road. 
From this point the boundary runs in. North-Westerly direction along the Western berm 
of the Subhash Road and meets the South-East corner of Sy. No. 285. From this point the 
boundary runs towards the West along the Southern boundary of Sy. No. 285, and meets 
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the South-Western comet of Sy. No. 285. Prom this point it runs in Northerly direction 
on the Western Boundary of Sy. No. 285, and joins the North-West corner of Sy. No. 
285. From this point the boundary runs in North-Easterly direction and meets the North 
East corner of Sy, No. 285 and joins the Subhash Road, on the Race Course Nallah 
crossing. From this point the boundary runs towards North on the Western berm of Subhash 
Road and meets the junction of the Subhash Road and the Peshwa Road. From this point 
the boundary runs towards South-Westerly direction alpng Southern berm of Peshwa Road 
(Indian Infantry Road) and meets the N.l.B. Boundary Pillar No. 3 and thereafter 
Pillar No. 2. From, this point the boundary runs towards South-Westerly direction along 
Western berm of Peshwa Road upto the crossing of road running on the North of Mohal 
Nos. 14, 15 and 16. From this point the boundary runs on the Eastern side along the 
Southern berm of the Road situated on the North of Mohal Nos. 15 and 16 and meets 
Sadar Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 3., From this point the Boundary runs on the Sadar 
Bazar Boundary and meets Sadar Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 7. From this point the 
boundary runs in South-Westerly direction and meets Sadar Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 8. 
From this point the boundary rims on the South-Westerly direction and meets South-East 
corner of House No. 98 of Mohal No. 4. From this point the bound try runs on South- 
Easterly direction along the Western berm of Rathorc Road and meets at a point over the 
bridge of Nallah between Cantonment Boundary Pillar Nos. 25 and 26. From this point 
the boundary runs in Easterly direction on Cantonment Boundary upto Pillar No. 26. 
From this point the boundary runs on the Cantonment Boundary upto Cantonment Boun¬ 
dary Pillar No. 35 through the Cantonment Boundary Pillar Nos. 27 to 34-B. From this 
point the boundary runs in a South-Easterly direction on Cantonment Boundary upto 
Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 37 and it further extends on the Cantonment Boundary 
upto Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 40, that is to say, the starting point of this ward.
